No Cheers 

T hough the Canadian Peace Research Institute’* 
public opinion survey indicates that the majority 
of Canadiarts support the acquisition of nuclear arms 
by the present govemmatit it is unlikely that many 
uill he cheered at the ncwa that the first atom- 
tipped Bomarc warheads are expected to arrive in 
Canada any day hoa-. 

Lvon those citireas who .sincerely believe that Can¬ 
ada can heat play her part in the defence of the West¬ 
ern world by her-oming an active nuclear military 
force can hardly be expected to be overjoyed at the 
prospect of this nation falling heir to a batch of these 
obsolete weapons. 

Long diacarded by the United 5>lates as being 
completely ineffectual in the role for whicfe it was 
created, the Bomarc ground-to-air missile has per¬ 
haps the saddest and most frustrating history of any 
weapon developed since the Second World War, 

Originaliy intended to play a major part in the 
continent’s defence against the manned bomtier, the 
Bomarc fell no far short of what was expected of it 
that the whole air defence strategy of the United 
States government had to be completely revamped. 

This called for the immediate cancellation of plans 
to estabUsh 30 to 40 Bomarc bases strung along the 
Canadian-U.S. border and the halting of the ini.s.sile’s 
production. 

It is Interesting to note that the two Canadian in- 
stallatioas which were part of the proposed Bomarc 
defence line and nix others in the United States are all 
that now remain of this almost defunct anti-aircraft 
aystcm. 

The handful of American Bomarc stations which, 
■till operate are doing so simply because, as the U.S. 
defence secretary put it recently, they are "bought 
and paid for.’’ 

Regardless of how its champions in Canada (it has 
none in the United States! care to exaggerate its cap¬ 
abilities, the Bomarc — at wishful best — is only ef¬ 
fective against manned bombers. And this only if iHe 
bomber oobibs within its 400 mile range and does not 
fly either above or below radar limits — a pradioe 
that is standard procedure mw among all the world’s 
major air forces. 

As most Russian bombers are equipped with "stand¬ 
off’’ bomba or guided missiles with ranges exceeding 
500 miles and thus able to Are their weapons long 
before coming within Bomarc range it is difficult to 
see what purpose such an outmoded weapon can pos- 
sihly serve—other than to cook a Red air force pilot 
and crew if It is lucky enough to acore a hit. 

If. as apparently most Canadians believe, Canada 
must have nuclear weapona why can they not, at ' 
least, be good onesf

The small, dark woman, who 
tK>ra a striking retemblance to 
Thompton'i paramour, divorcee 
Jackie Oleson. spat out the 
words at the dimple - cheeked 
criminal attorney when he strode 
f.nm the Hennepin County dis- 
tnet courtroom between hii 
lawyers. 

WALKS EASTEB 

Thompson walked a littla 
faster but remained impassive 
In ihe face of the epithets. 

The incident climaxed trial 
sessions in which three locks of 
hair, a wrMtMtone tea ring, a 
bloodstained butcher knife, a 
piece of plastic pistol grip and 
a damaged door night chain 
gave mute evidence of Carol 
Thompson's battle (or life 
sgainM a vicious killer. 

DOOGED nGRT 

Police detectives and a crima 
laboratory chief gave testimony 
Indicating Mrs. Thompson, 34- 
year-old mother of four, and a 
kyal church wmricer, fought 
doggedly agalnet her aaiallant 
and wrai left to die in the front 
halharay of her fashionable St. 
Paul home. 

She staggered from the hou.se 
ttiraugh snow earch March 6 
while her assaisin went upstairs 
to wash away tell-tale blood, 
according to the story recon¬ 
structed by the police witnesses, 
and eollapsed at a neighbor’s 
home three doors away mum¬ 
bling about tha "knife in my 
throat.''

Theie aie 
plenty of low-lying arra.s which be¬ 
come frost pockets in the spring, 
wihere buds and flowers of earl.' 
blooming .shrubs are seared, and 
where the blos.soms of fruit li-ees aie 
often nipped by late frosts and fail 
to set fruit, 

. We have our districts, too, where 
soil drainage is poor. Water lies heav¬ 
ily on the land through the winter 
months, drowning the roots of our 
choice plants. And we have waler- 
front locations where high winds and 
salt spray restricts the choice of 
plants which can be grown success¬ 
fully. These problem .spots are diffi¬

A few gixxl 
shnibs whi'h ran take an.vihing our 
weather can di.sh out arc Philadcl 
phus with its sweetly seemed while 
blos.soms, Weigela in pinks and rerls, 
Jhe ereci-growing E'orsythia inter¬ 
media spectabilis. Deuizia candidis- 
sima which is very strong-growing 
and attractive, and Ribes .sanguineum. 
the Flowering Currant, an excellent 
windbreak and low hedge for cold, 
bleak locations.

A salt-resistant windbreak Is the 
best answer to the stormy waterfront 
gai-dcn. Two very good shrubs for 
this purpose are Ali-iplex halimus 
with attractive silvery grey foliage 
and, Escallonia langleyensis whieh 
rovers itself with liny pink bell¬ 
flowers.

food becomes scarce

for Chii.simas deiwation. 

Piobahly Ihe most reliable of all 
the berried shrubs are the Bai-benies. 
for these don't give a hoot what kind 
of soil they are planted in, nor 
whether thr> lace not1h. aoulh, east 
or west. Their blos.soms put on > 
grand display in Ihe .spring, their ber¬ 
ries in the winter, and some varieties 
turn their leaves a bnlliani 8<-arlel 
in the fall- three shows for the pnr* 
of one!
